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 The matter is before the Commission upon the motion of Hickman County School 

District (School District) filed on June 26, 2020.  Water Service Corporation of Kentucky 

(Water Service Kentucky) filed a response to the motion on July 6, 2020. 

Having reviewed the pleadings and being otherwise sufficiently advised, the 

Commission finds that the only person who has a statutory right to intervene in a 

Commission case is the Attorney General of the Commonwealth of Kentucky (Attorney 

General), pursuant to KRS 367.150(8)(b).  The Attorney General was granted intervention 

in this matter by the CRPPLVVLRQ¶V OUdeU eQWeUed JXQe 16, 2020.  Intervention by all 

others is permissive and is within the sole discretion of the Commission.1  The Kentucky 

CRXUW Rf ASSeaOV KaV KeOd WKaW WKe CRPPLVVLRQ¶V dLVcUeWLRQ WR JUaQW RU deQ\ a PRWLRQ fRU 

LQWeUYeQWLRQ LV QRW XQOLPLWed, aQd KaV eQXPeUaWed WKe OLPLWV RQ WKe CRPPLVVLRQ¶V 

discretion, with one arising under statute, the other under regulation.2

LQWeUeVW LQ WKe µUaWeV¶ RU µVeUYLce¶ Rf a XWLOLW\, VLQce WKRVe aUe WKe RQO\ WZR VXbMecWV XQdeU 

the jurisdiction of the PSC.´3  

The regulatory limitation is set forth in 807 KAR 5:001, Section 4(11)(a), which 

requires a person to demonstrate either (1) a special interest in the proceeding which is 

not otherwise adequately represented in the case, or (2) that intervention is likely to 

present issues or develop facts that will assist the Commission in fully considering the 

matter without unduly complicating or disrupting the proceedings. 

In reviewing the pending motion to intervene, the Commission agrees with Water 

Service Kentucky¶V argument that the Commission has consistently found WKaW ³[a] PeUe 

recitation of the quantity of water consumed by the movant or a general statement 

regarding a potential impact of a possible modification of rates will not be deemed 

sufficient to eVWabOLVK a VSecLaO LQWeUeVW.´4  In its motion, School District mentions utility 

related expenses, but it has not specifically stated what special interest it has in the case 

or that is not otherwise adequately represented. 

Lastly, the Commission finds that ScKRRO DLVWULcW¶V intervention in this matter would 

unduly complicate and disrupt the proceedings.   

The School District will have an opportunity to participate in this proceeding, 

although not as an intervenor.  The School District can review all public documents filed 

LQ WKLV caVe aQd PRQLWRU WKe SURceedLQJV YLa WKe CRPPLVVLRQ¶V ZebVLWe aW WKe fROORZLQJ 

web address:
